The Colonel was bom 
in 
Prince 
George cou nty 
Mary land . 
In 
the 
trou blou s d ay s before the w ar be­ 
tween the states lie 
espou sed 
the 
cau se ot the North. 
As a resu lt he 
was d riv en from home on Janu ary 1,■ 7 
18 6 1, taking refu ge in York, Pa. 
lit 
came to Washington 
on 
W ashing­ 
ton’s birthd ay of that y ear and fob 
lowing Presid ent Lincoln’s first call 
for troops enlisted on April 16 , 18 6 1. 


Col. Crook serv ed as a member of 
the First District of Colu mbia Volu n­ 
teers d oing d u ty along the 
railroad 
[lines at Alex and ria, Virginia, and on 
the long brid ge* across the Potom ac 
ov er which, a short time later, the 
d efeated arm y of the North retreat­ 
ed from Bu ll Ru n. 
Immed iately a f ­ 
ter he was d ischarged from the army 
Crook was api>ointed a member of 
the Metropolitan Police as the Dis­ 
trict of Colu mbia Police were then 
known. 
He serv ed with d istinction 
for some time. 
Finally 
the 
Wihte 
Hou se issu ed a requ istion for police­ 
men to act as special gu ard s to P res­ 
id ent Lincoln and Crook was one of 


those d etailed . 
There were fou r of 
these men and their ord ers were that 
they 
were not to permit the P resi­ 
d ent to go ou t of their sight. 
It was on Ja nu ary 5, 18 6 5 that 
Col. Crook began his d u ties in the 
White Hou se. At that time the P r e s ­ 
id ent had an oni *c 
on 
the 
second 
floor composed of two rooms. 
One 
of these Presid ent Lincoln u sed . The 
other was u tilized by his secretary . 
On the d ay of the night that P re s­ 
id ent 
Lincoln 
was 
assassinated 
Crook was on d u ty . 
He told of that 
d ay as follow s: 
“J was with the Presid ent all d ay . 
Late in the afternoon we went to the 
W ar Department where I sat for two 
hou rs in Secretary Stanton's office 
while 
the 
Presid ent 
d iscu ssed 
ev ents 
with 
him 
When 
we 
left there we walked across to the 
W hitc Hou se. 
The Presid ent told me 
that he was going to the theatre that 
night. 
I asked him whether in v iew 
of the d anger ly ou ght not to go with 
him. 
He said there was no 
need . 
As we reached the d oor lead ing into 
the White Hou se he tu rned to me and 
ex tend ing his hand said :, 
“ ‘Good by e, Crook !’ ” 
“ It “was the first time that he had 
ev er said that to me and for 
some 


r e a s on, then u nex plained . 1 felt d e­ 
pressed . 
J left him there and that 
was the la s 1 time that I ev er saw him 
aliv e., 


“ I liv ed ou t in the su bu rbs at that 
time and as I was enrou te to 
the 
White Hou se the nex t 
morning 
1 
heard the newsboy s cry ing their ex ­ 
tras. I cried as 1 read the sad news. 
I hav e alway s felt that if I had obey ­ 
ed my original impu lse to aecompany 
the Presid ent the traged y wou ld not 
hav e taken place.” 
Of the 
thirteen 
Presid ents 
and 
29 secretaries to 
Presid ents 
who 
hav e occu pied the White Hou se since 
then only Presid ent W ilson, Former 
Presid ents T aft and Roosev elt and 
Secretaries Horace Porter, R. 
M. 
Dou glas and U. S. Grant, Jr., arc still 
aliv e. 
And not one of the men that- 
su rrou nd ed 
Lincoln 
d u ring 
those 
tragic d ay s thal perpetu ated the Uni­ 
ted States is not aliv e Crook is the 
sole su rv iv or. 


Presid ent Johnson on su cceed ing 
the lamented Lincoln selected Crock 
as his personal bod y gu ard . 
ITe a c ­ 
companied the Presid ent throu ghou t 
the city on his walks and his d riv es. 
He sat insid e of the office d u ring all 
of the time that the Presid ent receiv ­ 
ed callers. 
At the requ est of the 
Presid ent he followed the impeach­ 
m ent proceed ings in 
the 
capital. 
When the v erd ict was rend ered he 
ran all the way from the capital to 
the Wbite 
Hou se 
d istancing 
all 
others and was the first to break the 
news to the Presid ent and his wife 
that the impeachment had failed . 
“I was something of a ru nner in 
those d ay s’ 
said the Colonel, “ bu t 
I think 011 that d ay 
I hu ng
